His Fearful Fight in a Barroom 
Against Heavy Odds, 


ALMOST lol LYNCHING, 


Entire Town Chased the Man Who Had 
Spoken Insultingly. 


> 





A negro insulted a woman on the street in Iaeger, 
W. Va., recently, and asa result two men were cut so 
badly that they died at once, another was fatally in- 
jured and the negro is locked up in the McDowell 
county jail at Welch. As it stands now,the whole 
affair may end in a lynching bee. 

The negro who caused the trouble lives at Panther, 
and after he had spoken insultingly to the woman, five 
men, among whom were Frank McGran and G. W. 
Hooks, of Sandy Huff, and Charles Davis, of Laeger, 
got on his trail, and finally ran him into the back room 
of the Tug River Saloon. 

When the negro was cornered he turned like a lion 
held at bay. Armed with a keen-bladed knife in one 
hand, and jerking from his pocket an ugly dirk with 
the other, he commenced fighting for his life. Again 
and again McGran, Hooks and Davis rushed at him, 
endeavoring to ward off his blows, but each time the 
negro, cutting right and left, carved huge gashes in his 
assailants. 

By this time the news of his whereabouts had sp: 
and an immense crowd had collected in front of the* 
saloon. Sevefal fellows well armed dashed in at the 
open door and hurried through the saloon to the back 
room where groans and curses were interming‘ed. 
They opened fire on the fugitive, who was making a 
mighty effort to finish his awful work. One shot struck 
the negro in the arm, and seeing the number cf his op- 
ponents he leaped through the window, carrying sash 
and all with him to the bank of Tug river, ten feet be- 
low. He rolled over the embankment, but quick ais. 
engaging himself from the sash he began a run 
life, and a desperate race it was, too, as bullets w 
about his fleeing form. Down the river he . 
through mud and over all kinds of debris which ob- 
structed his path, but he stopped at nothing. Soon he 
gained the railroad track, where he quickened his pace. 

The infuriated mob started in chase, and every voice 
was giving echo to cries of ‘‘Lynch him.’’ Hundreds of 
men were at work clearing away the debris of the late 
flood and repairing the railroad track. They all quit 
their work and joined in the chase. 

Constable John Kenney also started in pursuit. The 
constable had the lead, but he was fast losing ground. 
The negro was a quarter of a mile ahead. 

One mile from Jaeger the negro, almost scared to 
death, surrendered to the officer and pitifully begged 
that hesave him. The enraged mob was not far ke- 
hind, and Constable Kenney knew too well the horrible 
fate in store for the man if they secured him, and he 
hustled his prisoner up the almost perpendicular moun- 
tain side to a position of safety. Then he set out across 
the mountains, through almost impassable territory 
and over the most unfrequented paths, arriving at 
Welch, where he lodged his captive in the McDowell 
County Jail. 

After the fight friends took charge of the wounded 
men. All three were horribly mutilated and were 
laying in pools of blood. McGran and Hooks only sur- 
vived a few hours, and the condition of Charles Davis

RACES MORE THAN A TEST OF SKILL AND SPEED 


Yacht Racing to Ninety-five Per Cent 


of the People of the United States is a 





Sealed Book---Language as Yague as Sanscrit. 


In a few weeks the civilized world will be agog with 
excitement over the outcome of another of those inter- 
national races to decide the yachting supremacy of 
the world. Already the enthusiasts are interested in 
the trial races participated in by the American Con- 
stitution and Shamrock II, the sloop with which Sir 
Thomas Lipton hopes to “lift” the America’s Cup and 
bear it back in triumph to Great Britain. 

From the standpoint of absolute purity, broad dis- 
interestedness, high motive and general interest, no 
other sport or sporting event can ever compare with 
the international yacht races which are always held 
outside of the harbor of New York. These races 
represent ideas that must appeal even to the most 
slothful citizen. They mean almost as much to the 
man who never saw a sailboat as to the enthusiast who 
talks yachting all winter and sails all summer, 

With these races it is not simply a test of skill and 
speed between twe sized yachts. It is a battle of the 
world against Ariigriea. Yacht racing to % per 
cent of the people of ‘the United States is a sealed 
volume. The language the yacht has as many 
terrors to the inlander as Sanscrit or Choctaw, but a 
thorough knowledge of about twenty words will trans- 
form the story of an international race from a dreary, 
unintelligible waste of technicalities into a narrative of 
fire and power. It will make a yachting contest as 
fascinating as a game of baseball or football or a horse 
race. And with a good, clear diagram of a yacht be- 
fore the eye, a thorough understanding of sailing talk 
can be had in halfan hour. Without it the inlander 
falls dumb when he embarks on any craft more pre- 
tentious than a ferryboat, and he loses half the keen 
pleasure of good, well written, descriptive accounts of 
these unique battles on the water. 

A sloop yacht has one mast, the mainmast. If a 
forward mast were added and the arrangement changed 
to suit, the vessel would then be called a schooner 
yacht, or in sea talk, a “two-sticker.”” The great race 
between the Constitution and the Shamrock IT. is, 
therefore, a race of sloop yachts. The Amzrica, which 
was the original winner of what is now known as the 
America cup, was a schooner yacht, but nearly all the 
cup contestants since that time have been sloops. 

It is supposed, to begin with, that the reader knows 
that the extreme forward tip of a yacht is called the 
stem, that the forward portion is called the bow; that 
the rear end is called the stern, and that the sides of the 
boat are the beams. Every one knows also that the 
keel of a yacht is the portion which cuts deepest into 
the water and itis in the construction of the keel that 


mainsail, so that it gives to the yacht practically two 
broad wings, by means of which she can take full ad- 
<rantage of a following wind, in this way immensely in- 
creasing her speed. 

A yatht with spinnaker set and bellying full of wind 
is a most beautiful sight, resembling some huge seagull 
skimming over the surface of the water. Indeed, the 
salls are so big and reach so far on each side of the 
yacht that the body of the boat itself is hardly visible. 
No doubt much will be said in the reports of the com- 
ing races about the spinnaker and how it is set, for it is 
an exceedingly important feature in yacht racing. 

The principal sail of a sloop is the mainsail. It is 
held in place by the ropes and tackle. These ropes are 
called the sheets, and they are by all odds the most im- 
portant ropes connected with a yacht. The skill of a 
yachtsman is based largely on his ability to let out or 
take in these sheets, thereby giving the sail more or less 




































the greatest changes and progress have been made in 
yachting. Every one who 
reads the papers knows of the 
discussions which have gone 
on for years as to the com- 
parative value of the center- 
board keel—a board which lets 
down sidewise from the inte- 
rior of the boat through the 
bottom, the‘fin keel, which isa 
deep, sharp, fin-like projection 
on the 
bulb fin and the ordinary cutter ~~ 
keel. ; U 

So much forthe hull of the 
boat. The backbone of a = 
sloop’s rigging is the mainmast 
This is usually made of the unceited 
best and straightest spruce 
timber, although in the case 
of the Constitution an im- 
mensely strong steel tube has 
been used. Atthetopof the 
mainmast, the topmast is 
attached. In the case of the new cup defender 
this topmast is so made that it will slide down 
into the hollow portion of the mainmast, but in ordi- 
nary yacht construction it is firmly attached to 
the outside of the mainmast. These masts are 
held in place by what are known as shrouds, 
long, heavy wire ropes, which run from the “hounds” 
at the top of the mainmast and from the top of the top- 
mast to each side of the hull, where they are firmly 
uttached. In order to further strengthen the topmast 
a crosstree 1s placed at the head of the topmast for 
spreading the topmast shrouds. 

Next to the mast in importance is the bowsprit, 
which is held down by the bobstay and the bobstay 
fall. The main boom spreads and holds fast the lower 
portion of the mainsail. At the top of the mainsail is 
the gaff, and above that is the club topsail, reaching 
higher even than the top of the topmast. These are 
the principal sticks ina sloop yacht. The racers are 
‘lso provided with a very important boom called the 
‘pinnaker boom. This boom 1s removable and is only 
ised when the yacht is running full before the wind. 
It is always conveniently placed on the deck, so that 
vhen the wind is right it can be instantly placed in 
osition. It is let down by the topping lift and held in 
lace by the spinnaker boom brace and the spinnaker 


bm of the boat, the 2 a a 
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wind. The speed of the yacht is dependent very largely 
upon the exactness with which the mainsail is man- 
aged. If the wind'is behind the boat the sheets will, of 
course, be eased out until the mainsail stands at a wide 
angle with the length of the boat, thereby exposing as 
much surface as possible. In sailing into the wind or 
“by the wind,” asthe old seamen say, the sheets are 
drawn in very close; in other words, the yacht 1s 
“‘close-hauled,”’ so that the mainsail stands almost par- 
allel with the length of the boat. The skipper.must 
keep his eyes wide open and never allow his hand to 
leave the sheets for a moment, if he would get the best 
speed from his boat and prevent being capsized by sud- 
den squalls. 

The mainsail is assisted by a number of smaller sails

before the mast. These are attached to various ropes 
connecting with the tip end of the bowsprit and with 
the stem of the yacht. The rope which connects the 
bowsprit with the top of the topmast is called the top- 
mast stay, and holds the topmast from being pulled 
backward, Just as the topmast backstay holds it from 
being driven forward. The line which reaches from 
the top of the mainmast to the stem of the boat is 
called the forestay, and it supports the mainmast from 
falling back ward. 

One of the most picturesque of the sails is the balloon 
Jib, an enormous sall made of very light cloth, and it is 
larger than either the mainsail or the spinnaker. It is

attached at the very front of the boat and it is supposed 
to gather up all the wind that there is. It is usually 
used when the winds are very light. The correct 
method of using a balloon jib is a very important feat- 
ure of the yachtsman’s work, and it may play an ex- 
ceedingly important part in the coming race, The 
little flag at the top of the topmast is culled the burgee, 
and that which files from the tip of the gaff is called 
the pennant. In case of heavy winds, it is found neces- 
sary sometimes to reef the sails. This is done by 
means of the little strings which are seen hanging in 
rows along the lower part of the mainsail. The canvas 
is pulled down to the boom and tied with these strings, 
ro that the less surface wili be exposed to the wind. 
Reefing is only done in case of a very heavy storm or

That's good for ten pounds off, isn’t it? 

“Road work for mine every day after that. I'll use 
the dumb-bells and punch the bag. They won't know 
me when I climb through the ropes.” 

“Mitchell's in pretty good condition,” suggested the 
visitor. ‘Suppose he hands you a few hot ones?” 

“Never in the world,” replied John L. “He won't 
monkey with me. Ifhe does he'll find I’ve got the 
punch as good as ever. He won't try to get gay with 
me.” 

If it was anybody else but John, I’d be tempted to 
take the velvet cover off the hammer and do the anvil 
chorus good and hard, but in his case,a boost’s the 
thing. So here’s to the success of the affair.

If Roberts succeeds in “beating” the case, as it is 
more than likely he will, for proof that Smith's 
death was due to anything but an accident will be diffi- 
cult to obtain, he will come to this country for the pur- 
pose of getting on a fight with Terry McGovern.

With him came alsothe 
San Francisco papers containing an account of the 
fight, and the concensus of opinion among the writers 
is that Phil Wand, the referee, made an irreparable 
mistake in deciding the fightin Root’sfavor. Sporting 
Editor Baggerly, of the San Francisco Bulletin, wrote 
as follows:

Carter rushed across the ring, made a short feint with

his left, and then swung his right with terrific force low 
on the body.

It was the crashing right 
on the stomach that took the wind out of Root's sail. 
When Wand awarded the fight to Root on a foul there 
was almost as big a disturbance as when Wyatt Earp 
gave his memorable decision. Only about one man in 
ten saw anything that resembled a foul. Root’s 
seconds Jumped into the ring and claimed that Carter 
struck himin the groin. In his dressing room Root 
was examined by the club’s physician, Dr. Eiden- 
muller, but he found no evidences of a foul in the 
groin. Root protested strongly that he was hit in this 
region, but the physician again declared that there were 
no evidences. Carter cried like a baby when he heard 
the decision. He may have lost a few dollars by it, but 
he certainly won a legion of friends and admirers. 
Wand erred, but it is not thought that he did it inten- 
tionally. Carter should have been declared the 
winner.”

Oscar Gardner has about reached the end of 
his pugilistic string, and if be is wise will ‘‘pass it up’’ 
instead of giving every cross-roads champion a chance 
to shatter the remnants of a glorious career. He has 
become a mark for every budding youngster who 
aspires to prominence.

was the aggressor to the fifth,when Corbett’s steady 
playing on the face began to tell. A vicious right cut a 
gash under Gardner’s right eye, and two more started 
the blood from his mouth and nose. Gardner was 
groggy, but rallied when the round closed and came up 
aggressively in the sixth, rushing Corbett to the ropes. 
Corbett rallied, and with right, left and right again to 
the face floored Gardner. 

The “Omaha Kid’’ took the count and rose to be 
floored again with a heavy right. This time the referee 
counted ten in about fifteen seconds, then waited for 
Gardner to rise. When Gardner got to his feet Referee 
Fitzgerald motioned the fighters to go on. Corbett 
smashed his right to the face and Gardner went down 
again. This was repeated twice more, when Police- 
man Kenny, a former official referee at the Denver 
Wheel Club, where the fight was held, ordered the men 
to stop.

And Was Unable to Finish His 
Fight With Geo, Gardner, 


LATTER GOT DECISION.

Insists Upon Dividing the Purse--- 
Moffatt Will Retire From the Ring.

Open-air boxing threatens to become the ‘real thing”’ 
in San Francisco, judging from the success which at- 
tended the initial attempt in that direction at the ball 
grounds on July 4. Six thousand people saw Jack 
Moffatt, of Chicago, lose to George Gardner, of Lowell, 
Maas., by dislocating his arm in the third round, a 
hard-fought draw between Charles Thurston and Al 
Neill and a victory for Billy Snailham over Willie 








Schoenbein. The ring wes pitched in the very center 
of the grounds, and around it 
were about 750 chairs and back 
of these were the bleachers. 
The ring was elevated three 
feet, and the ropes were decor- 
ated with red, white and bive. 

As thesun poured down cn 
the ring the boxers had the'‘y 
seconds hold umbrellas over 
them between fighting times, 
and fans and towels were kert 
busy. The fight between Mof- 
fatt and Gardner wasa rattling 
one while it lasted. 

Themen entered the ring at 
4o0’clock. Moffatt was seconded 
by Jack Root, Billy Murphy 
and J. J. Dukelow, champion 
amateur welterweight. Behind 
Gardner were George Green, 
Martin Murphy, Billy Gran- 
field and Dave Barry. 

The men were to have fought 
for the middleweight cham- 
pionship, but they weighed in 
£t 12 o'clock, or four hours be- 
fore the fight commenced. 
Moffatt weighed 156 pounds 
and Gardner was at the limit, 
158 pounds, but he looked 
many pounds heavier than the 
Chicago man. The men fought 
straight Queensberry rules, and 
for this reason there was much 
clinching done. In this kind 
ef work Mofiatt may have 
weakened his arm, though ke 
has fought some heavy men 
and has teen boxing in rough 
style to Jjearn if possible 
whether his arm was right 
again. 

This is the second time Gard- 
ner has won from Moffatt in 
this way. The time before 
Moffatt broke a bone in his 
forearm in blocking one cf 
Gardner’s blows. Moffatt an- 
nounced that he would retire 
from the ring. 

The fight up to the third 
round was slightly in Gardner’s 
favor. In the first round he 
had knocked Moffatt down 
with a right swing on the jaw, 
and Jack took the count. He 
got up strong, however, and 
immediately landed a hard left 
on Gardner’s face. They fought 
fast throughout the first round, 
Gardner doing the most work 
at long range, while Moffatt 
showed the Lest at infighting. 
There was a great deal of 
clinching and infighting. 

In thesecond round Moffatt 
opened with a hard left on the 
face, followed by a clinch. 
When they were reparated by 
the referee Gardner rushed 
Moffatt to the ropes, landing 
left and right on the face, A 
clinch followed, and both men fought hard on the body. 
Gardner jabbed his left in Moffatt’s face twice, and 
Jack replied with a hard left hook to the head. Gard- 
ner did all the forcing in this round, his long right en- 
abling him to land his left on Moffatt’s face quite fre- 
quently. Moffatt, however, fougt in close, and ducked 
many of Gardner’s blows. The honors in this round 
were about even. 

At the beginning of the third round Moffatt made a 
| rush for Gardner and swung a4 hard left, which went 
wild. This was the blow that put his left shoulder out 
of place. He dropped to one knee, his arms hanging 
limp at his side. Gardner went to his corner and the 
referee immediately declared him the winner and 
called for a doctor. Two pbysicians responded, and 
Moffatt, suffering great pain, was led to his dressing 
room. Gardner said that he did not feel as if he was 
entitled to the purse under the circumstances, and 
voluntarily agreed to share it equally with Moffatt. 

This unfortunate accident to Moffatt will undoubtedly 
end his ring career. Twice before in contests Moffatt 
bas thrown his shoulder out of place and it required a 
long rest each time to put him in condition again. In 
training for his fight with Gardner his arm stood the 
work well and he felt confident that the old trouble 
would not recur.
